THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL LIBRARY 


The General Theological Library, founded in 1860, was the first library of its 
kind to be established in the United States. For nine decades, under the direction of 
outstanding clergymen and laymen of Boston and vicinity, it has served “to promote 
the interests of religion and the diffusion of theological learning” among the churches 
of New England. 

This purpose it has carried out in two ways. First, in its reading room at 53 
Mount Vernon Street it makes available to anyone interested, a distinguished and 
constantly growing collection of books which now numbers 45,000 volumes. And 
second, to clergymen outside the immediate vicinity of Boston it mails books on request 
entirely without charge, even the postal costs in both directions being paid by the 
Library itself. An annual circulation of approximately 13,000 volumes indicates how 
vital this service is and how much appreciated, especially by clergy in the distant and 
smaller communities of New England. Nowhere in the six New England States is 
there a Christian or Jewish church whose pastor is cut off from the privileges of the 
General Theological Library. 


In all its policies the Library is non-denominational. On its Board of Directors 
are representatives of many creeds. Its book committee, which selects new volumes 
for purchase each year, is similarly broad in its membership, being made up of 
clergymen and professors of various theological schools, who serve generously without 
pay. The Quarterly Bulletin of the Library, sent to borrowers and friends of the 
Library, lists not only the recent accessions but also timely bibliographies prepared by 
the most competent authorities in divers fields of religious interest. The Library 
has thus provided for nearly a century both a much needed service and a concrete 
instance of interdenominational fellowship and cooperation. 


Since no charge is made to borrowers, the Library is supported entirely by en- 
_ dowments, gifts and annual contributions. While striving, year after year, to meet 
an increasingly urgent need, it has operated on a modest and thrifty budget. 


In order to make the work of the Library more widespread and to secure for it 
more friends, there has been formed recently a separate organization, The General 
Theological Library Association, membership in which is open to all. This is your 
invitation to become a member of The General Theological Library Association.
